Doubllefis Bomo havo thought cur 
tIows opoa tho Bubjeot of the Canadiftu 
"Paoifio Eailwoy a little Utopian, while 
others nifty possibly have folt dlBposod 
to vote UB a bore ; yet if our cooBlant 
Iteration of these viowa shonld in any 
doRreo tend to arouse home and colo- 
nial thought to a correct apprehension 
of duty and of ialorcst in relation to 
this matter, we shall be well content to 
-bear the reproach of snob as cannot seo 
in it the perpetuation of the power and 
influcnoo of Great Britain in Europe, 
and the erection of a Greater Britain in 
America. The subject has a ncgat:vo, 
as well as a positive importanoo. Tho 
abandonment of thia great enterprise 
"involves the wane, of, BriUsh power in 
-Bnrope, and the otter annihilation of 
/Britith influpnoo in America. Hold- 
ing, as wo do, those viowf, is it any 
woiidor thiit we aboaid persiBteotly seek 
to improBs them npou others, oven ui 
the riek of being eonaidored tiresome ? 
Chatham reiterated his waraing? about 
the colonial policy of liii time unlil tho 
public began to suspect that ho oonld 
think about nothin>; else. Cato kept on 
Buying ' Delenda est Carthago,' as if ho 
hudn't two ideas in his head. Tlio Ath- 
enians were oven led at length to think 
Deraostbenes tiresome, with his ever- 
lasting Philippics. And if we faro no 
better at the hands of the public, yet 
considorotions of this nature must not 
bo permitted to enter iuto tho calcula- 
tion when a question involving such 
momentous consequences is at issuu 
But we are not disposed to think that 
any contiderable part of tho public, 
.either here, in Canad*, or in Great 
Britain, view this question as at all 
Utopian. Indeed, our readers have 
been placed in possossion of facie 
which go very far towards prov* 
ing the contrary. Bat it is._ eepec- 
iully interesting to know that the 
home mind is last ripening on the sub- 
ject — becoming quite prepared to regard 
the immediate constructiou of the rail- 
way in the light of a nalional oecesniiy 
and a nutioiial duly. That such is the 
caso wo have from time to lime adduced 
proof fiom the Eoglish pre«8. We were 
.espeoialiy gratified, however, to meut 
virith fan article opon this subject in a 
leading Louden journal, and from which 
we make the lollowing extract. Uo- 
forring to the scheme about to be sub- 
milted to the Canadian Parliament, our 
London contemporary says: 

"AltbonBhIhe Oaoaditn Ftoifie Railway 
will, when Qoiabed, ran from the Si Lawienoe 
to the coast of British Columbia, it would 
appear that tho present scheme is to exteDd 
it only to tbo esstern lout of the Roeisy 
Mcastaine, or nix hundred railas short of tbe 
Paoific Coast— for two thousand flva bunrired 
miles, the length menlioced, is jait about 
tbe diaianco from Montreal to the fflODDlaios. 
This is certainly as muob ai could be expect- 
ed of Canada at prtsent, at all events; for 
the propoaod railway would oompletely open 
up itxe whole of tba 'Fertile Belt' to setila- 
ment, wbicb ia to ber a point of pressing and 
primary importaoce. Tho question of a 
through loote acroBB tbe cootioent ot Nortb 
America and of tba eonneotioo of British 
Colarabift to the Dominion touch Imperial as 
■well as co'-onial inlerests, and we should not, 
therefore, bo purpiised if Cansdi elects to 
leave tbe formatioo ol the wtstern section 
of tbe line ootil a foture period, or until co- 
operation is received from British and Briiiib 
Columbian sources. Oertainly no priralo 
company cooid be expac od to undertake to 
make this six hundred miles of railway in a 
comp«ratively difBcult country, and in which 
concessions of land oonld not be ooudIbc) on 
to recoup the outlay. It is much to be hoptd, 
however, thai even i f it be at the expense o f an 
Imperial guarantee, the ueitern section of the 
Canadian Pacific Raiiway may bi undertaken 
simultaneously with the reel of the Ime. Mr 
G'.adsloiie last eessiou laid down tbe axiom 
coDceroing auoh guarantees that ' they should 
not be given excep'. for Imperial purposes.' 
But would not ' Imperial purpose$' he lubierv- 
ed directly and materiaUg by the eomp\eliotK 0/ 
this throtighroute t H they would not, then 
the Ainerioaos tiavo been greatly mistalten 
in llio grand ideas that protnptod them to 
make their Paciao Rdlway with such as- 
tonishing and unprecedented speed." 
These words (some of which we have 
emphasised) irotn such a source posuss 
very great importance. They net only 
place the enterpriso in its true light, 
but fully recogr.izo tbe necoBsity lor tho 
early coraplolion of it^ as a whole. The 
opening up of the fFertilo Bolt' may bo, 
doubtless is, ' a point of pressing im- 
portanoe' to Canada ; but wo have to 
warn both the Canadian and the Im- 
perial Governmenta that if tho enter- 
prise stops, even pauses at tho eastern 
foot of the liocky Mountains,' it may 
stop there lor ever, so far as British 
Columbia is concerned. Whatever may 
appear to bo tho primary interosts and 
necessities of Canada, we know ours to 
demand inomedialo consolidation by the 
only bond strong enough to retain 
British Columbia. Tho idea of tho 
conalrucUon of tho woatern sooiion 
being undertaken simultaneously with 
tho rostoC^he llo« Is a .Oftpltak one ; 
and it is one wHioh the people of this 
oolooy ought' to unito with Canada iti 
pressing upon Imperial attention. In 
fact, itisnot too much to nbk lor an aa- 
BUro'uco that such will bo tho case, upon 
our intoring the Dominion. Let the 
Pucillc section be oomjilfnoed as soon 
as practicable, after the admissbn of 
this colony, audlet the ' last spike bo 
driven at tho junction whioh shall 
be formed at tho iiocky Mounlaiua 
Tho Govorniueiit, and tho LogialiUuro 
Bhoiikl tako Hirong ground upon ibis 
Bubj.ct, al tho coming se ilOD, and a 
grout ellork should bo madi to induce 
The Imperial Gorerument to eeo and do 
its duty before tho tide of national op- 
porluaity ebl)8.
